“Girls I Have Met” Listed in 


| Rich White Volume, Trim- 
med With Gold. 


ONE LINE TO HIS MOTHER 


Miss Leila Mayham Is Called 
“The Only One’—Personal 
Comment on Others. 


A handsomely bound diary of his dif- 
ferent courtships was found by the 
police among the effects of Samuel 
Arnell Cheatham, under arrest for mur- 
der in the first degree for killing George 
Wurzburger in the office of the Cow- 
per:thwait Loan Co., 719 Pine street, the 


evening of Jan. 31. 

The book is bound in white cloth, with 
gold stampings and on the cover is the 
title, ‘‘Girls I Have Met.’’ On the first 
page is a subtitle, “The Twenty-five 
Most Remarkable Girls I Have Met,” 
under which are listed the prettiest, 
homeliest, most sincere, greatest flirt, 
most religious, wickedest, most . ath- 
letic, greatest bluestocking, most senti- 
mental, most practical, greatest chat- 
terbox, wittiest, dullest, -best. dressed, 
most dowdy, tallest, shortest, best 
dancer, most graceful, most fascinating, 
most accomplished, most susceptible and 
the worst “golf fiend.’’ 

Starts Off With Poem. 

Inside the cover is written “S. A. 
Cheatham, U. 8S. N.,” and on the fily- 
ieaf is printed the following verse: 

‘“‘They’re so bewildering, tho, sweet— 

The many girls I chance to meet— 

I can’t remember them, I fear, 

And so I make a record here. 

Some, gay; some, chic; se some 

sedate! 

The blank lines under the subheads 
are filled in ‘with the names of young 
women Cheatham met while at school, 
in the nayy, in St. Louis and in the 
South and Eas: after he had killed’ 
Wurzburger and was being trailed by 
detectives. 

Following the finding of the diary, De- 
tective Chief Allender told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that, in his opinion, 
Cheatham has an abnormal mind and 
a fanciful imagination. 

Chief Allender characterized Cheat- 
ham as the most monumental liar he 
ever met. ‘“‘He has Munchausen out- 
classed,”” said Allender. ‘“‘He lies and 
keeps on lying until he believes him- 
self. 

Voesn’t BeHeve Diary. 

I do not believe.a word that is in his 
diary. He says he is 22 years old and 
his relatives say he is only 19. Yet in 
his diary he tells of love affairs in 1896, 
when he could not have been more than 
6 years old. 

‘‘When he had no money he bargained 
for a $10,000 lot in Calvary Cemetery. He 
told a story about buying 10,000 cases of 
eggs and bargaining for the entire 
waterwork and lighting system of Bain- 
bridge, Ga. I never saw a liar Hike 
Cheatham.”’ 

Cheatham’s sweetheart, Miss Lella 
Mayham of 4210 Washington boulevard, 
in whose favor he made a will a few 
days before killing Wurzburger, is re- 
ferred to in the diary as ‘“‘Brownie,” and 
is classified merely as ‘‘the most ath- 
letic girl.’’ At the end of the list, how- 
ever, Cheatham wrote, “The only one— 
Leila.’”’ Under this he wrote, “The real 
one—my mother, God bless her.’’ 

How Girls Were Classified. 
Some of the spaces in the list of 2 
most remarkable girls are filled in as 
follows: Prettiest, Emma Morris; most 
sincere, ‘‘Patsy;"’ best dancer, Margaret 
Wrigley; most graceful, Grace Langan; 
most fascinating, Margaret Wrigley; 
most accomplished, Evelyn Wood: and 
most practical, Sally Butler. An added 
line by Cheatham says, ‘‘The best al)- 
round good fellow, Aunty Emma.” 

Further on in the book are blank 
spaces in which Cheatham wrote where 
ke met each of the young women, how 
she appealed to him and other details. 
A book in which was an alphabetical list 
cf all the St. Louisans Cheatham knows 
also was found in his effects. 

Cheatham spent his second night in 
the holdover under a heavy guard. ai- 
though he sti maintains his conceit, 
amounting almost to arrogance, hig ex. 
treme nervousness is shown by the fact 
that he has bitten his finger nails down 
to the flesh. Chief of Detectives Allen. 
der said he intended to give the pris- 
oner no chance to do himself violence. 

Cheathamys memorandum on Miss 
Mayham is that he met her March 17, 
1910, through Rose Ghio. Then follows 
this entry: “Outdoor girl; tomboy; my 
girl; we are engaged.” 

In his detailed account of his various 
courtships and acquaintances with wom- 
en, Cheatham makes out his list under 
the four divisions of “Name,” “Date,” 
“Place” and “Remarks.’’ This part of 
the diary reads as follows:

talker, prone to bore one if allowed to 
ao 80. 

Florence Power, nee Kohr; infancy;

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NIRS, LEWIS HEARS 
HUSBAND READ 10 
JURY IN HIS TRIAL 


Wife of Publisher Present First 
Time at Hearing as Expert 
Tells of Her Notes. 


HELD UNSECURED PAPERS 


Effort to Show That Fraud Order 
Injured Publishing Company’s 
Business Fails. 


Mrs. E. G. Lewis appeared, Satur- 
day, for the first time, at the trial of 
her husband, in the United States 
Court, on a charge of using the mails 
to defraud. 

She sat just inside the enclosure 
reserved for the jury, counsel and 
witnesses and watched the proceed- 
ings with apparent deep interest. 

Mrs. Lewis had been in the court- 
room only a short time when her 
name was mentioned for the first 
time at the trial. ae 

Judge Shepard Barclay was cross- 
examining A. E. Radert, expert ac- 
countant of the Department of Justice. 

“Is it not true that Mrs. Mabel Lewis, 
wife of E. G. Lewis, had $4500 of her 
savings invested in the unsecured notes 


of the Lewis Publishing Co.?” he asked. 
Had Unsecured Notes. 
“The records show that she had that 


amount invested in the series A un- 


secured notes,’’ Radert replied. 

Barclay again was unsuccessful in an 
attempt to introduce evidence to show 
that the fraud order issued against 
Lewis and the Lewis Publishing Co. in 
190 injured the company’s business. 

After he had started questioning 
Radert as to how and why fraud or- 
ders were dAssued, Barclay was 
checked by Judge Amidon, who gaid: 

“I do not propose to try the valid- 
ity of the fraud order in this case.” 

E. G. Lewis read to the jury resolu- 
tions showing that, at the request of the 
board of directors of the Lewis Pub- 
lishing Co., in 1905, a committee of St. 
Louis business men examined the 
subscription lists of the Woman’s 
Magazine and the Farm Journal. 


$90,000 Was Paid Off. 


A schedule showing that the com- 
pany paid off $90,000 of its first 
mortgage notes in July, 1908, also 
was introduced in evidence. Barclay 
asked if this improved the credit of 
the company. Radert replied there 
was nothing in the records to show 
it did. 

Expert Accountant Radert was still on 
the witness stand at 12:30 p. m., when 
Judge Amidon announced an adjourn- 
ment until 10 a. m. Monday. 

At the Friday afternoon hearing 
Radert testified that the expenses of 
the Lewis Publishing Co. from Jan. 1, 
1908, to Dec. 31, 1910, were $1,195,- 
597.19 in excess of the income. 

United States District Attorney Houts 
read to the jury extracts from Lewis’ 
advertisements during this period which 
stated that the Lewis Publishing Co. 
was the greatest and most profitable 
concern of its kind in existence. During 
this period the Lewis Publishing Co. 
sold to the public $1,216,223.16 worth of 
its 10-months 7-per-cent notes, of which 
$600,000 was secured by a first mortgage 


jon the publishing plants, buildings and 


sites. 


Average Monthly Losses. 

Radert testified that the average 
monthly losses of the publishing com- 
pany during the three years was $33,- 
211.08. He testified that the expenses of 
the Woman’s National Daily, such as 
pay roll, paper bills, postage, etc., were 
carried on the books of the Lewis Pub- 
lishing Co. as an asset and not as a lia- 
bility. The only period for which 
the Lewis Publishing Co. ever showed 
a net income over expenses was from 
June 1, 1903, until June 30, 1904, according 
to Radert. The net income that year 
was $18,995.66. From that time until the 


lost money steadily, according to the 
showing of the Government's expert. 

The losses of the publishing company 
assumed large proportions with the 
starting of the Woman's National Daily, 
according to Radert. The Government's 
expert also showed that there was car- 
ried on the books of the publishing com- 
pany aS an asset each year a considera- 
ble sum charged against E. G. Lewis 
and F. J. Cabot for advertising, but that 
by resolution of the Board of Directors 
Lewis and Cabot were absolved from 
payment of these charges. 

Charges Taken off Books. 

The charge against Lewis and Cabot 
in 1906 amounted to $44,232.32, it was 
said. The resolution stated that the ad- 
vertisements of the Hygienic Remedy 
Co., the Mrs. Huntley Remedy Co. and 
the Ozark Remedy Co. were for the 


-| benefit of Lewis and Cabot, and had 


been used as fillers in unsold space. 
As the families of Lewis and Cabot had 
rendered considerable editorial service 
to the publications, it was moved by 
Lewis that the charges against them be 
taken off the books. Radert said. he 
eliminated the account from the assets 
of the company because no money had 
been taken in on account of it.

Mrs. Nellie Philpot Stevenson in 
| Suit at Belleville Tells How 
Chauffeur Got Money. 


SHE HAD $9000 IN BANK 
Thomas L. Fekete and A. W. 
Berkley o’ East St. Louis 
Named in Pleading. 








Mrs. Nellie Philpot Stevenson, who 
gave Justice Bell of East St. Louis a 
$100 fee for marrying her to Ray Stev- 
enson, a chauffeur, and afterward twice 
caused Stevensgn’s arrest, in Hot 
Springs and St. Louis, on the charge of 


defrauding her of $8500, filed suit in the 
Circuit Court at Belleville Saturday to 
have certain deeds set aside and to 
have her husband and others enjoined 
\from selling or incumbering the prop- 
erty represented by the deeds. 

She alleges that Stevenson bought 
property with her money. Mrs. Oma 
Stevenson, mother of Ray Stevenson; 
Thomas L, Fekete and #4. W. Berkley, 
alleged to have had a part in the trans- 
actions, are named as co-defendants. 

She Had $9000 in Bank. 

In her petition Mrs. Stevenson says 
that Feb, 8 she had $9000 deposited with 
the Mercantile Trust Co. in St. Louis. 
On that date, while paying Stevenson 
some money, she says, he learned that 
she had the deposit and began to pay 
her personal attentions and show inter- 
est in her welfare. 

He told her, she says, after gaining 
her confidence, that a woman had a 
claim against him and was about to file 
suit against him and that if this was 
done it would result in Mrs. Stevenson’s 
$9000 being tied up. He told her, she 
says, that she would have to take the 
money out of the bank or lose it. 

Stevenson urged her to marry him, 
she says, telling her that he loved her 
and would protect her and take care 
of her money. 


Consulted With Justice. 


Immediately after the marriage, she 
says, her husband got her drunk and 
urged her to turn over her money to 
him, saying he would put it in a safety 
deposit box and keep the key. She 
says she expressed a wish to consult 
an attorney and Stevenson advised her 
to consult with Justice Bell, who had 
married them. She did so, and Bell, 
she says, advised her to put her money 
in another bank, under another name, or 
in.a safe deposit box. 

The next day Mrs, Stevenson drew 
$8500 from the Mercantile Trust Co. 
She wanted to deposit it with the 
Missi pi Valley ‘Trust Co., but 
Sunbelt suggested placing it in an 
Egest St. Louis bank. They took it 
to} East St. Louis, but Stevenson told 
her that he found that there were no 
safe deposit boxes in Bast St. Louis 
and they returned to St. Louis. Mrs. 
Stevenson says her husband has since 
failed to deposit the money. 


Tells How Money Was Used. 


Stevenson, it is alleged, bought two 
pieces of property in East St. Louis 
paying $2000 for one and $3000 for the 
other. Title to the $2000 property was 
placed in the name of his mother, Mrs. 
Oma Stevenson. Mrs. Stevenson alleges 
that he paid off a mortgage of $1400 and 
then made a new one to Thomas L. 
Fekete for $1000. These transaction, she 
alleges were to cloud the title. The 
$3000 property was leased to A. W. Berk- 
iey. She also alleges that Stevenson 
paid a mortgage of $400 on an auto- 
mobile. 

Mrs. Stevenson asks for an accounting, 
for a lien on the property, for the 
cancellation of the mortgage and lease 
and an injunction to prevent gale or 
encumbrance of the property. Judge 
Crow issued a temporary injunction. 
The case will be tried at the April 
term of court.

OMENKILLED 2 
HURT, IN FIRE I 
LODGING HOUSE 


Still Others Believed to Have 
Perished in Flames and Smoke 
in Chicago. 
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CHICAGO, March 9.—Six men were 
killed in a fire which attacked a Clark 
street lodging house here today. It is 
believed that more than twice that num- 
ber of bodies will be found on the up- 
per floors when the firemen search the 
bullding. 

One of the six, Thomas McMath, a 
painter, jumped to his death from the 
fourth story, and the bodies of five 
others were found where they had 
been suffocated or burned to death. 

The flames spread quickly through 
the building and the firemen had hardly 
arrived before the men were rushing 
from the lodging.» house. Some were 
trapped in their beds. Two jumped to 
life nets held by firemen and were in- 
jured. 

The establishment housed 175 men, ac- 
cording to the proprietor.

O wealth is estimated at $250,- 
000,000 are vitally interested in the 
income tax bill pending in the Na- 
tional House of Representatives 
with the support of the Democratic 
majority. If this bill is enacted into 
a law, these 100 St. Lowuisans will 
pay annually into the treasury of 
the United States, $125,000 on a 
total net income of $12,500,000. 

Interviews obtained by the Post-Dis- 
patch show that a majority of wealthy 
St. Louisans are inclined to favor an in- 
come tax law. 

The bill provides that all persons 
whose incomes exceed $5000 a year shall 
pay 1 per cent of the extess into the 
national - treasury. 

A previous income tax bill was. enact- 
ed into law, but was declared uncon- 
stitutional by the United States Supreme 
Court.

For an Amendment. 


A constitutional amendment is await- 
ing adoption by the requisite numbe: of 
states to get an income tax provision 
into the organic law of the land. ‘The 
proposed Democratic measure, its 
friends assert, will stand all the tests.

No constitutional amendment would be 
necessary if a statutory enactment by 
Congress were upheld by the United 
States Supreme Court. 

AMES CAMPBELL, banker, railroaa 
J director and director in 20 other cor- 

porations, for instance, would pay 
the largest sum into the national treas- 
ury from St. Louis, because it is zen- 
erally agreed that he is the richest man 
in St. Louis. His holdings are estin:iated 
at $30,000,000.

Thus he 
would pay an income tax of approxi- 
mately $15,000 a year.

Adolphus Busch, brewer and banker, 
who is said to be worth $25,000,000 on the 
same basis would pay $12,500 a year. 
R. C. Kerens, Ambassador to’ Austria, 
whose estimated worth is $20,000,000 
would pay $10,000 a year at the same 
rate. John Scullin, whose rating is 
$15,000,000, thus would be taxed $7,500 a 
year; «R. S. Brookings, worth $10,000,000, . 
would be taxed $5000 a year and John 
I. Beggs, worth $8,000,000, would pay 
$4000. 
Capt. Robert McCulloch, president of 
the United Railways Co., would be 
taxed on the basis of his salary of 
$25,000 a year, to give a concrete ex- 
ample of how the law works. With an 
exemption for the first $000 he would 
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have to pay 1 per cent of the rest or 
$200 a year.

St. Louisans on the proposed in- 
come tax law. 

John D. Filley, secretary St. Louis 
Union Trust Co.: I have not given 
the matter much thought, but I be- 
lieve I am in favor of such an income 


tax as the Democrats propose. A 


moderate income tax will not work 
a hardship on any individual and it 


will yield millions in revenue. Any 
man who has an income of over $5000 
a year certainly ought not to complain 
of a 1 per cent tax on it. There is sure 
to be a remarkable and rapid shrink- 
age in incomes among the plutocrats if 
the proposed bill becomes a law. 

J. A. Lewis, cashier National Bank 
of Commerce: I like the idea of an 
income tax. It will put the burden 
on those who can best afford it. One 
per cent is not a heavy tax and any 
man whose income is 85000 or more 
will not be bankrupted by a 1 per 
cent tax, while such a source of reve. 
aue will mean hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to the Government. I think 
I am in favor of it. 

E. F. Goltra, steel manufacturer 
and Democratic National Committeeman 
for Missouri: So far as I am personally 
concerned, I have no objection to an 
income tax. The thing that concerns 
me is that we shall have a tariff for 
revenue only capable of producing such 
revenue as will defray the expenses of 
government, honestly and economically 
administered. If the Republicans have 
increased the expense of administration 
to such an extent that it has become 
necessary to pass the hat, I don’t know 
any better way than an income tax. So 
the Democrats in Congress have indorsed 
the income tax. Well, I indorse the 
Democrats. I have not given any 
thought to the percentage question. 


Henry Nicolaus, president St. Louis 
Brewing Association: I have always 
been in favor of an income tax law. I 
think it just, if it 1s carefully drawn 
and carefully carried out. I think, how- 
ever, that the proposed percentage of 1 
per cent on all incomes above $5000 a 
year is a little too much. We have to 
take care of our State and city taxes, 
you know.

Another advertisement of Sept. 26, 
1908, stated that the profits of the Lewis 
Publishing Co. now promise to exceed 
anything in the publishing industry. 
Another advertisement of Nov. 19, 1908, 
represented that the oublishing com- 
pany had rapidly recovered its losses 
and had been restored to its former 
prosperity and success, and should 
shortly pay 6 per cent guaranteed divi- 
dend on its stock, and afterwards a 
yearly dividend of 8 to 12 per cent. 
Following the reading of these adver- 
tisements, District Attorney Houts in- 
troduced in evidence the report of Ex- 
pert Radert on the financial condition 
of the Lewis Publishing Co. at the 
close of business for the years 1907, 
1908, 1909 and 1910. The report showed 
that there was a deficit of $40,745.00 at 
the close of business Dec. 31, 1907; of 
$711,271.29 at the close of business Dec. 
31, 1908; of $610,867.54 at the close of 
business Dec. 31, 1909, and $2,473,118.99 at 
the close of business Dec. 31, 1910. 
The report showed that the Woman’s 
Magazine, in 1909, was carried on the 
books at a franchise valuation of $1,- 
000,000; the Woman's National Daily at 
$730,000, the Woman’s Farm Journal at 
$250,000, the Journal of Agriculture at 
$6¢,000, and Beautiful Homes at $195,000. 
Publications Suspend. 
In the fall of 1910 all these publications 
suspended except the Woman’s National 
Daily. With their suspension, Radert 
said, he eliminated their franchise 
values, which created the big deficic of 
1910. 
The expert’s figures showed thar che 
Lewis Publishing Co. loaned the St. 
Louis Star, which also was one of the 
Lewis properties, $571,312.22 from April, 
1908, until 1910. The publishing company 
took the notes of the Star for the obli- 
gation, the notes, unsecured, being due 
in 1916.

POLICE DOUBT THE STORY 


Wounded Man Is Recovering— 
Accused Woman Noted for 
Beauty and Rich Gowns. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 9.—The mys- 
tery surrounding the shooting of Eugene 
Grace in his North Side home, of wnich 
Mrs. Grace is accused by him, took a 
new turn this morning when Recorder 
Broyles received a letter from Mattie 
Gibbs, a negress, declaring her husband 
shot Grace and told her of it. 

This theory is given strength by the 
statement of lawyers for the defense 
that they can produce a witness who 
passed the Grace home at 2 o'clock, 
after Mrs. Grace had left it, and heard a 
pistol shot and saw a negro leave the 
premises. Detectives are looking for 
Gibbs, but they put little faith in the 


report. 
Grace Much Improved. 


Mrs. Grace spent another night in the! 
county jail, living on ordinary prison 
fare and making no complaint. Grace 
is much better today and may recover. 
Physicians have not yet tried to extri- 
cate the bullet which has paralyzed him 
below the hips. 

The wounded man declared today that 
a short time ago, his wife, after emerg- 
ing from a slumber which had been 
troubled by unpleasant dreams, ex- 
claimed to him: “I might kill you at 
any time, Gene.” 

Grace, it is said, told his attorney all 
about the nightmares he said his wife 
had been having for three weeks prior 
to the shooting. The attorney said 
Grace told .him that when Mrs, Grace 
talked aloud in her dreams, her form- 
er husband, W. H. Obie, who died in 
Philadelphia, was the central figure and 
that he appeared to be menacing her. 

Dreams Real or Feigned? 

Were these dreams real or feigned, is 

the question that is puzzling detectives 
and others trying to clear the shooting 
mystery. 
Mrs. Grace, who is in jail, still main- 
tains her innocence. It is reported that 
attorneys soon will make an effort to 
have the Court agree to allow.her to 
give bail if the condition of her husband 
shows improvement or grows no worse. 
Attorney R. H. Arnold, who has been 
retained by the Grace family today, 
charged that Mrs. Grace shot her hus- 
band after carefully making all prepa- 
rations to prove an alibi. 

‘Mrs. Grace drugged her husband and 
then ‘shot him,” declared Arnold. He 
also said Mrs. Grace was _in straitened 
circumstances, having spent most of the 
large fortune she received at the death 
of her former husband. ° 
Mrs. Grace issued a statement today 
in which she clings to the belief that 
Grace was shot by a burglar.-She said: 

“IT believe he was snot by a robber. 
While I have tried to be brave, I fear 
I will break down.any minute, out I 
had rather stay right here in this room 
than any other place, until my name 
is cleared. I am not anxious to be freed 
on bail.”’ 

Mrs. Grace is a fascinating woman 
and she has made many friends since 
she came South. | 

She has a pleasant face, her features 

being made even more agreeable by 
large blue eyes. In conversation she 
keeps her head well poised and her eyes 
riveted on the face of the person with 
whom she is conversing.

He joined the Alpha Tau 
Omega fraternity at Georgia Tech, from 
which he is a graduate. 

Daisy of the Leopard Skins. 
Both Grace and Mrs. Grace are strik- 
ing figures and both have been familiar 
figures in the fashion parades. They 
have been particularly noticeable in the 
theaters, where both attended frequent- 
ly and on which occasions Mrs, Grace 
was always gowned in the height of 
style, her general attire handsomely set 
off by her leopard skin furs. The beauty 
of these furs have attracted much at- 
tention. 

It is her penchant for beautiful and 
costly leopard skins that caused her 
friends in Philadelphia to term het 
“Daisy of the Leopard Skins.” 

That she is fastidious as to dress has 
been demonstrated since her arrest. 
Wearing her striking velvet costume to 
the police station, Mrs. Grace sent out 
for a complete change of attire.

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., March 9.—Pres- 
ident Taft’s speech at Toledo yesterday 
probably will draw an extended reply 
from Col. Roosevelt. After reading the 
speech today the Colonel remarked that 
anything he might have to say would 
be said later on, after he had time to 
consider the subject. 
Roosevelt said that just now he was 
concerned chiefly with primaries. His 
political opponents he said were ‘“‘fight- 
ing tooth and nail’ in Michigan and 
Illinois against presidential primaries. 
Cites Case of Oklahoma, 
The. situation in Oklahoma, he 
said, illustrated the difficulty which 
confronted them. Although the con- 
vention in the Fourth Congressional 
District instructed its delegates to 
the national convention for Taft, he 
said, the people of the State voted 
2 to 1 for Roosevelt in the primaries 
for the State convention, 
“I think,” Col. Roosevelt continued, 
“that if we had presidential primar- 
ies we would get three out of four.” 
Col. Roosevelt was greatly amused 
at a statement that Andrew Carnegie 
had advanced $20,000 for the Roose- 
velt African expedition. He walked 
over to one of the high book shelves 
which line the wall of his library

Measure Agreed on in House 
Gives President Right to 


Fix the Tolls. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—The bill for 
the government of the Panama Canal 
Zone and the operation of the canal was 
agreed to today by the House Commit- 
tee on Interstate Commerce. 

It would give to the President author- 
ity to fix tolls within certain limitations, 
a maximum of $1.2 a ton being pre- 
scribed, with a minimum not below an 
amount sufficient to maintain and op- 
erate the canal. 7 

No preference would be given 
American ships. 

Ships owned or controlled by railroads 
and operated with the intent to restrain 
trade, or engaged in any agreement or 
“ship ring’ or combine, under the terms 
of the bill would be prohibited from 
passing through the canal. 

The bill was adopted by the Commit- 
tee by a vote of 14 to 4. It ratifies and 
legalizes all the work done there by 
executive authority since the taking over 
of the Zone and defines and legalizes 
the courts there until changed by subse- 
quent legislation. The bill provides that 
the Government procure title to lands 
not yet acquired. 

Dismissal of the Panama Commission 
when the canal approaches completion is 
sanctioned, and the President is author- 
ized to appoint a governor of the Pan- 
ama Canal and canal zone at $10,000 a 
year, to serve terms of four years. 
Authority is given the President to name 
all other persons necessary to the main- 
tenance and operation of the canal and 
to provide for its sanitation.

What a scientist, if he could ae, 
cept it as demonstrated or demonstra- | 
ble, might have defined in much less 
than a hundred pages, this author ex- 
tends to over six hundred. Instead of 
being scientific definitions, his state- 
ments are loosely written dissertations 
in negative theology, diffusely and often 
venomously controversial, full of repe- 
titions and so carelessly written that if 
only the syntax were subjected to criti- 
cal examination, the author might be 
subjected to many ‘delusions of persecu- 
tion.”’ 


In the secondhand book stores, the 
question of whether or not the guthors 
of dull controversial works are ‘‘sub- 
ject to delusions of grandeur” is severe- 
ly and progressively tested. The book 
of 600 pages which may have cost its 
author more than a dollar a page. for 
its manufacture, may descend finally 
from the high shelves; where it has long 
waited a purchaser, to the 5-cent coun- 
ter, where it remains until the fame 
of its author depends on the number 
of times his name is noticed by those 
who refuse to accept it as a 6-cent bar- 
gain.

LIFH OF BISHOP HARE. 
HE biography and achievements 
T for religion and civilization of 
William Hobart Hare, Bishop of 
Niobrara and Apostle to the Sioux, as 
presented in a 400-page book by M. A. 
DeWolfe Howe, differs from the usual 
biography and record of achievements 
in that it is not one’s estimate of the 
life and labors of another. It is made up 
largely of the letters, reports and pam- 
phiets written by Bishop Hare himself, 
with only enough of the author’s narra- 
tive to explain the circumstances to 
which the documents relate and hold 
them together. There is an inevitable 
lack of continuity, to which the author 
in his preface freely confesses, but 
there is compensation for this lack in 
the intimacy to which the reader is ad- 
mitted by the use of the documents 
bearing the impress of the Bishop's 
character and personality and revealing 
the heart and spirit of the man as they 
could pot, in any other way, be so well 
revealed. 

The influence of Bishop Hare, as the 
book shows, was not limited to the work 
of a Chrisitan missionary to the In- 
dians. He took an important part in 
the preparation of a wild region for civ- 
ilization and later raising the civiliza- 
tion of the region to a higher plane. It 
is, however, in his work among the In- 
dians of South Dakota that greatest in- 
terest centers. He began his work when 
the region and its inhabitants were al- 
most wholly savage and continued it un- 
til the wilderness became a prosperous 
state, and occupied a unique plate in 
as well as missionary history. 
The part relating to the work of the 
pioneer among the savages, has an in- 
terest that Is not dependent upon one’s 


prior interest in propaganda. (Bturgis-

The simplest govern- 
ments are despotisms; the next simplest, limt- 
ited monarchies; but all republics, all gov- 
ernments of law, must impose numerous limi- 
tations and qualifications of authority and 
give many positive and many qualified rights. 
In other words, they must be subject to rule 
and regulation. This is the very essence of 
free political institutions. The spirit of liberty 
is, indeed, a bold and fearless spirit; but it is 
also a sharp-sighted spirit; it is a cautious, 
sagacious, discriminating, far-seeing intelli- 
gence; it is jealous of encroachment, 
jealous of power, jealous of man. It 
demands checks; it seeks for guards; it in- 
sists on securities; it intrenches itself behind 
strong defenses, and fortifies itself with all 
possible care against the assaults of ambi- 
tion and passion. It does not trust the ami- 
able weaknesses of human nature, and there- 
fore it will not permit power to overstep its 
prescribed limits, though benevolence, good 
intent and patriotic purpose come along with 
it. Neither does it satisfy itself with flashy 
and temporary resistance to illegal authority. 
Far otherwise. It seeks for duration and 
permanence. It looks before and after; and, 
building on the experience of ages which are 
past, it labors diligently for the benefit of 
ages to come. This is the nature of constitu- 
tional liberty; and this is our liberty, if we 
will rightly understand and preserve it. 

Every free government is necessarily com- 
plicated, because all such governments estab- 
lish restraints, as well on the power of gov- 
ernment itself as on that of individuals. If 
we will abolish the distinction. of branches, 

and have but one branch; if we will abolish 

jury trials, and leave it all to the Judge; if 
we will then ordain that the legislator shall 
himself be that judge; and if we will place 
the executive power in the same hands, we 
may readily simplify government. We may 
easily bring it to the simplest of all possible 
forms—a pure despotism. But a separation 
of departments, so far as practical, and the 
preservation of clear lines of division be- 
tween them, is the fundamental! idea in the 
creation of all our constitutions; and, doubt- 
less, the continuance of regulated liberty de- 
pends on maintaining these boundaries. 


Searcely less comprehensive and convincing is 
his quotation from an opinion of the late Justice 
Miller of Iowa: 

It must be conceded that there are such 
rights in every free government beyond the 
control of the state. A government which 
recognized no such rights, which held the 
lives, the liberty and the property of its citi- 
zens subject at all times to the absolute dis- 
position and unlimited control of even the 
most democratic repository of power is, after 
all, but a despotism. It is true it is a des- 
potism of the 'many—of the majority, if you 
choose to call it so. But it is none the less a 
despotism. It may well be doubted if a man 
is to hold all that he is accustomed to call 
his own, all in which he has placed his hap- 
piness and the security of which is essen- 
tial to that happiness, under the unlimited 
dominion of others, whether it is not wiser 
that this power should be exercised by one 
man than by many. 

The theory of our governments, state and 
national, is opposed to the deposit of unlim- 
ited power anywhere, The executive, the 
legislative and the judicial branches of these 
governments are all of limited and defined 
powers, 

There are limitations on such power, which 
grow out of the essential nature of all free 
governments—implied reservations of indi- 
vidual rights, without which the social com- 
pact could not exist, and which are respected 
by all governments entitled to the name. 
* . + 


Condemning the recall] of judges as a deadly 
assault upon the independence of the judiciary, 
one of the bulwarks of free government, Mr. Taft 
thus summed up his view of that tenet of 
mobocracy, the popular review of judicial de- 
cisions: 


I have examined this proposed method of 
reversing judicial decistons on constitutional 
questions with care. I do not hesitate to say 
that it lays the ax at the foot of the tree of 
well-ordered freedom and subjects the guar- 
antees of life, liberty and property without 
remedy to the fitful impulse of a temporary 
majority of an electorate. 


The President admits the need of reform in our 
legal procedure, but makes an unanswerable plea 
for constitutional against revolutionary reform.

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AN END OF PROBABLY. 

It is*said that the discovery of the North and 
South poles will probably facilitate forecasting 
the weather.

While trusting that this is going to be true 
one nevertheless sighs to think of the good old 
word “probably” being taken out of our active 
and intimate life. We have been accustomed to 
meeting it daily. It has always been conservative 
and cordial, and we have come to regard it as a 
friend. If, as someone has said, chaste is the most 
beautiful word in our language, pickle is the most 
grotesque and pants is the funniest, probably is 
the most convenient. Easily spelled, glibly pro- 
nounced, always cautious and thoroughly com- 
petent, it naturally made a great many friends, 
both in and out of the Weather Bureau.

WENTY years ago nobody 

went to Wildwood, and yet, 

20 years ago, its mountains 

were as picturesque, its sun- 

sets as gorgeous, the white 

moonlight, streaming through 

the tops of its tall, dark 

pines, was as glorious an 

impressive as today. But now, from 

an unknown cross roads, it has become 

one of the most noted and important 

places on the White Mountain map of 

Summer travel. The Httle place that 

slumbered is bounding with life. From 

the first day of July to the first week 

of October, every year, more baggage is 

handled at Wildwood Junction in a sin- 

gle day than had entered the township 

in the whole course of its existence 

prior to its awakening. And its awak- 

ening was brought about by the great 

transformer, Death. This is how it 
came to pass: 


In the “best room” of the lonely
